De¬ 
bate  sorts  out  the  men  from  the 
boys,  and  differentiates  Chris¬ 
tian  convictions  from  bigotry. 
Maturity  shows  Itself  most  clear¬ 
ly  when  differences  are  being 
aired. 

This  debate  is  long  overdue. 
For  decades  religious  groups 
have  Ulked  more  about  other 
groups  than  to  them.  The  evan¬ 
gel  of  love  in  Christ,  however, 
calls  for  Christian  outreach  in 
honest  coneem.

This  ole  Misalsslpplap  away 
down  here  in  Australis  would 
like  to  expreu  his  appreciation 
for  -your  recent  editor1s>  taken 
from  the  Baptist  .Standard  en¬ 
titled,  "Associate  Chur'**’  Mem¬ 
bers."  Among  Australian  Bap¬ 
tists,  associate  church  members 
are  known  as  “Adherent*  "  What 
was  said  in  the  last  paragraph 
of  said  editorial  concerning  the 
Baptists  of  the  American  Con¬ 
vention  is  also  true  of  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  A.ustralia.  All  of  the 
Baptist  Churches  in  Australia 
receive  alien  immersion  and 
practice  open  communion.  If 
there  ire  exceptions  I  have  not 
heard  of  them  in  the  almost 
three  years  that  I  have  been 
down  here.  The  tragic  results 
of  these  unScrlptural  practices 
are  evident. 

Recently,  the  Lord  led  us  to 
begin  an  independent  work 
known  as  the  Calvary  Baptist 
Mission.  We  stepped  out  in  faith 
believing  thet  God  was  leading 
and  that  He  would  supply  our 
needs.  Already,  He  has  blessed 
us  far  beyond  that  which- we 
ever  dreamed  of.  He  has  provid¬ 
ed  a  home  with  an  additional 
block  of  land  which  may  be 
used  to  put  a  church  building 
on.  We  have  a  double  garage 
that  has  been  made  into  a  house 
of  worship  seating  around  65. 
We  have  met  for  four  Sundays 
and  are  having  56  to  60  in  at¬ 
tendance. 

We  have  eight  young  preach¬ 
ers  and  several  talented  musi¬ 
cians.  We  have  two  vans  equip¬ 
ped  with  public  address  systems 
for  use  in  open  air  work.  In  the 
very  near  future,  the  Lord  will¬ 
ing,  we  hope  to  have  two  teams 
out  on  Satu^ay  nights  preach¬

The  Committee  to  Study  the  Total  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  Program  put  forth  one  recommendation  at 
Houston  which  would  nave  seriously  crippled  some  of  our 
mos^romising  mission  work. 

Thla  “Recommendation  15”  called  for  “gradual  trans¬ 
fer  of  responsibility  for  (Home  Mission  B^rd)  work  in 
Cuba,  Panama,  and  the  Canal  Zone  to  local  conventions.” 
Along  with  six  other  reconunendations  pertaining  to  the 
Hmne  Mission  Board,  this  one  was  referred  to  the  commit¬ 
tee  for  further  study  during  this  year. 

As  it  stands,  this  simple  instruction  is  not  objectionable. 
Thla  summary  sentence  puts  forth  the  object  of  all  Bap¬ 
tist  missions  at  home  and  abroadr— the  establishment  of 
active,  self-supporting,  self-determining  churches  of  like 
faith  and  order. 

In  the  fuller  statement  of  the  recommendation,  how¬ 
ever,  there  is  a  call  for  “the  gradual  reduction  and  even¬ 
tual  transfer”  of  the  work  to  the  nationals.  This  scheduled 
“reduction”  of  Home  Mission  Board  leadership  and  finan¬ 
cial  support,  wtluld  be  a  tragic  mistake  at  this  time. 

The  various  groups  of  national  Baptists  on  mission 
fields  certainly  need  the  stimulus  of  responsibility,  they 
need  full  opportunity  for  their  own  initiative,  they  need 
the  freedom  to  exercise  New  Testament  autonomy  Pro¬ 
gress  is  being  made  in  that  direction  on  all  three  of  the 
^orementioned  mission  fields.  But  this  is  hardly  the  time 
to  toss  them  out  of  the  circle  of  our  mission  program  and 
leave  them  to  sink  or  swim. 

We  have  traveled  in  these  areas  and  been  in  the 
churches  of  Cuba,  Panama,  and  the  Canal  Zone.  Like  the 
churches  in  other  Latin  American  countries,  these  Baptists 
are  not  strong  enough  to  carry  on  their  own  work  as  yet. 
This  is  especi^ly  true  of  Cuba. 

The  Baptist  Convention  of  Western  Cuba  has  made  en¬ 
couraging  strides  over  the  past  53  years.  There  are  now  84 
churches  with  8,972  members  and  these  conduct  166  mis¬ 
sions  and  401  Sunday  Schools.  There  are  21  churches  in 
metropolitan  Havana,  the  largest  (Calvary  Church)  has 
1,903  members. 

These  Baptist  brethren  are  interested  in  self-support 
and  are  working  toward  it.  Last  year  they  gave  $lf<C00O 
to  all  causes,  some  $59,000  of  which  went  outside  their  local 
churches  to  mission  work  in  Western  Cuba  and  the  world. 
Seventeen  members  of  the  present  Cuban  Mission  Board 
are  Cubans,  three  are  Americans.  There  are  now  three 
American  missionary  couples  and  three  single  women  mis-

Dr,  Herbert  Caudill,  auperlntendent  of  all  this  work, 
says  “The  work  ot  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  Cuba  will 
not  be  complate  until  our  churches  reach  self-support  and 
wa  have  reeched  out  and  established  work  in  all  parts  of 
the  country 

To  push  theee  wonderfully  warm-hearted'  Baptist 
friends  out  Into  the  cold  to  shift  for  themselves  at  this 
juncture  In  their  history— by  any  scheme  of  “gradual  re¬ 
duction”— would  do  Irreparable  harm  to  the  work  we  have 
labored  together  to  build  for  Christ. 

Dr.  Caudill  points  out  the  work  still  has  many  serious 
difficulties—- inadequate  buildings,  migratory  membership, 
low  income  level  for  the  average  Baptist  family  (less  than 
$100  per  month),  limited  miaaiorury  force,  plus  the  uncer¬ 
tainties  of  a  civil  war  in  the  island.  At  present  the  people 
can  pay  only  20  pweent  of  the  salaries  of  their  pastors  and 
other  workers.  The  remaining  80  percent  la  supplied  by 
Southern  Baptists  through  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

The  Cubans  have  taken  on  more  and  more  responsibil¬ 
ities— organizational  and  department!  promotion,  a  canip 
in  the  beautiful  Yumuri  Valley,  a  hospiul,  a  home  for  the 
aged,  tha  publleatlon  of  an  excellent  paper,  (La  Vos  Bautis¬ 
ta),  radio  evangelism,  and  support  of  the  Cuban  seminary. 
Thair  afforu  have  freed  the  available  funds  from  the  Home 
Mission  Board  for  othar  pressing  needs  all  about.  To  re¬ 
duce  these  funds  during  the  next  few  years — indeed,  to 
fail  to  increase  these  missionary  funds— would  be  to  turn 
our  backs  on  one  of  our  mniiest  opportunities  for  mis¬ 
sion^  service  anywhere  in  the  world. 

when  the  Survey  Committee  brings  its  report  to  the 
convention  in  Louisville  next  year  we  would  like  to  be  able 
to  vote  for— not  a  retrenchmanL  not  a  strategic  retreat,  but 
for  a  truly  adequate  mission  outreach  for  Cuba,  for  Panama 
and  for  the  Canal  Zone.

Joshua  11:17,  18

"Because  I  have  been  favored,  I  deserve  the  gHMpHHSHHI 
continuance  of  that  favor "  So  reasoned  the 
children  of  Joseph  in  their  protest  to  Joshua. 

"God  has  blessed  me,  so  that  I  am  a  great  peo- 
pie.  I  ought  to  have  more  than  one  lot  of  land, 
and  I  should  have  territory  clear  of  dangerous 
enemies.” 

The  reasoning  is  familiar.  The  favored  peo- 
pie  of  any  society  feel  the  sam»  way.  "Because 
I  am  an  American  and  have  always  had  plenty, 

I  ought  to  have  more  than  the  rest  of  the  BHIHtflBi 
world."  “Because  I  am  educated,  and  have  had  special  privileges, 
I  ought  to  receive  special  consideration.”  “Because  my  family  has 
always  been  well-to-do,  I  ought  to  be  supported  in  the  manner  to 
which  1  am  accustomed.”  “Because  I  am  white  and  have  always 
been  favored,  I  ought  to  have  better  things  than  colored  people.” 
Joshua  Dissented 

But  Joshua  dissented.  “Thou  art  a  great  people,  and  hast 
great  power  . . .  the  hill  country  shall  be  thine;  for  though  it  is  a 
forest,  thou  shalt  cut  it  down,  and  the  goings  out  thereof  shall 
be  thine  for  thou  shalt  drive  out  the  Canaanites,  though  they 
have  chariots  of  iron,  and  though  they  are  strong  ’’ 

Because  they  had  been  favored  .and  had  prospered,  therefore 
more  should  be  expected  of  them.  They  could  face  greater  hard¬ 
ships,  accomplish  harder  tasks  than  should  be  assigned  to  a  weak¬ 
er  people. 

We  as  Americans  are  a  great  people.  God  had  blessed  us. 
Therefore  we  have  a  great  responsibility  for  the  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  rest  of  the  world.
